IRON MOUNTAIN — The mid-1970s will see a substantial 
increase in Upper Peninsula highway development, according 
to a member of the Michigan Highway Commission who spoke 
at a meeting of the Michigan U. S. 2 Improvement Council here 
Thursday. 
Claude Tobin of Escanaba, newly appointed member of 
the commission, said the “State Highway Department has been 
planning to start allocating 20 per cent of the State highway 
budget to the Upper Peninsula beginning in 1973 or 1974.” 
However, Tobin cautioned, if * — ---------------------------------------- 
a proposed IO per cent cutback 
in the federal Interstate pro­ 
gram occurs, this will result in 
pushing back the date on which 
the State Highway Dept, could 
start the 20 per cent allocation 
to the Upper Peninsula. 
“The Interstate system pre­ 
sently under development in 
Michigan,” Tobin explained, “is 
about 77 per cent finished, from 
the standpoint of the number 
of miles involved, but not from 
the dollar standpoint because 
the emphasis so far has been 
on roads away from the metro­ 
politan areas which are not as 
expensive as roads in the city 
areas.

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Restraint Needed 
The Teamsters Union h a s presented de­ 
mands to the trucking industry which, if grant­ 
ed by employers, would raise the average hourly 
rate of truck drivers across the nation to $7 per 
hour over the next three years. Present hourly 
rates for drivers range between $4 and $4.50 
per hour, depending on area contracts. 'Hie union 
also is asking $1.25 more in fringe benefits and 
an open ended cost-of-living clause geared to the 
government’s Consumer Price Index. The pre­ 
sent contract puts a ceiling of four cents an 
hour on annual wage adjustments tied to the 
index. 
The Associated Press said the demands 
have “added to President Nixon’s economic head­ 
ache’* and the Detroit News reported t h e y 
‘‘amount to a rejection of President Nixon’s plea 
that both labor and management exercise re­ 
straint in the area of wages and prices in order 
to combat inflation.’’ 
It seems to be a dangerous situation. And 
what makes it so dangerous is that the Team­ 
sters Union is not the only union in the country 
looking for markedly higher wages. The Team­ 
sters are first on tile table, but they will be fol­ 
lowed by the Building Trades Union in the late 
spring and the United Auto Workers next fall. 
The trucking industry contract would cover 
some 450,000 members, plus have some effect 
on wages of at least 1.7 million other members 
of the Teamsters Union. The UAW negotiations 
will involve some 700,000 employes with major 
auto manufacturers. 
* 
*

The “headache** for the president is ob­ 
vious. The nation is struggling against inflation 
and the president is leading the fight. Yet, crit­ 
icism of his administration is growing because 
of the continued climb of the cost of living. Fred 
Harris, Democratic National Chairman, took off 
on the administration recently for its failure to 
atop the inflation, pointing out that prices of 
steel and copper, etc., have been boosted during 
Nixon’s term in office and that everything else 
costs more. Harris said inflation will be a major 
campaign issue again this year. 
Some people, of course, will ask “what dif­ 
ference does it make that goods and services 
cost more today than they did a year or five 
years ago?” After all, they say, we’re earning 
a lot more money, too. 
What happens, however, is that some peo­ 
ple get left behind. Wages go up. Prices go up 
to pay the wages. Wages go up again because 
of higher prices. 
But people on fixed incomes don't get higher 
wages. Prices go up, but t h e pension check 
doesn’t get any bigger. And the value of savings 
scrimped a dollar at a time 20 or 30 years ago 
has diminished sharply. 
If inflation continues at its present pace 
for the next IO years, a dollar saved today will 
buy only 50 cents worth in 1980. Today’s dollar 
won’t buy near the things that a dollar would 
have bought just five or IO years ago. 
* 
* 
* 
So what’s the answer? 
Unless the nation’s economy, prodded by 
the president, can right itself by exercising some 
restraint, the federal government may have to 
take even more drastic action. Wage and price 
controls already have been mentioned in some 
circles. 
Hopefully, it will not come to that. 
But a balance must be reached. When talk­ 
ing $3 per hour in salaries and another $1.25 
in fringes plus cost-of-living increments in just 
three years, ifs obvious that an industry can­ 
not absorb that many dollars with increased pro­ 
ductivity of employes. Tile only alternative is 
to increase prices. And if one union obtains that 
much money, the others and all of the non­ 
union personnel are going to want it, too. In 
many industries, executive wages are automat­ 
ically tied to the union contract. 
It would seem that a better approach would 
be one where once a certain minimum level is 
established employes improve their wage-earn­ 
ing capability through experience, years of serv­ 
ice and merit, not simply because a person be­ 
longs to a union with the collective powder to 
hold a club over an industry's head. 
For with each blow, the wTiole system dies 
a little. And until someone comes up with some­ 
thing better, care should be taken to protect it.

It appears

that Education Reform Phase 
Two will be 
as 
agonizing as 
Phase One was this fall. 
Spoke With Enthusiasm 
Phase One began Oct. 6 when 
the Legislature convened and 
anxiously awaited the gover­ 
nor’s message on education. A 
special commission 
had been 
working on the crisis in edu­ 
cation for six months and had 
finally arrived at some possi­ 
ble solutions. 
Milliken spoke to the Legis­ 
lature Oct. 9 and said the cris­ 
is in education would become 
a disaster if something were 
not done immediately. 
He spoke 
with 
great 
en­ 
thusiasm about his “bold” and 
“new” approach to the state’s 
education problems, just as he 
speaks with enthusiasm about 
most things he proposes. 
But his enthusiasm was nev­ 
er shared by most legislators, 
even some of the Republican 
leadership. 
Democrats Critical 
Democrats were 
predictably 
critical, saying that the gover­ 
nor’s 
plan 
did 
not 
go 
far 
enough, that there was little 
new about it, and that it called 
for an ultimate 
loss of local 
control over education. 
Milliken 
constantly 
denied 
that he was aiming at eventual 
state control over the educa­ 
tional process, but he failed to 
show how anything else could 
result if all his proposals were 
adopted. 
His proposal for reorganizing 
local school districts, for in­ 
stance, bothered rural legisla­ 
tors and educators who saw a 
threat of 
massive 
consolida­ 
tion. Milliken’s 
bill 
proposed 
that school districts with about 
2,000 pupils were most desira­ 
ble. Some educators from the 
upper 
reaches 
of 
the 
state 
thought that meant they would 
have to bus children 
many 
miles to schools 
because 
of 
Sparsity of population. 
Some Already Larger 
And while rural educators 
reared consolidation because of 
the 2,000 
pupil 
figure, 
De­ 


troiters pointed out that some 
schools in the Motor City now 
have more pupils than that in 
one school. 
The House Education Com­ 
mittee decided to let the pro­ 
posed 
Reorganization 
Com­ 
mission 
decide how 
big the 
new districts 
should be but 
other hangups in the bill kept 
it in committee. 
That one example represents 
onv one minor, but bitter, skir­ 
mish in the long battle over 
tile governor’s bills this fall. 
And beyond the bill-by-bill 
considerations in committee, an 
overall plan for the fall ses­ 
sion governed 
the action or 
lack of it which developed. 
The plan was to have the 
Republican - controlled 
Senate 
try to move first on the gov­ 
ernor’s bills. Sen. Emil Lock­ 
wood. R-St. Louis, was to be 
the quarterback, with Milliken 
calling the signals 
from the 
bench. 
Not Too Impressive 
By Nov*. 13. -when the Legis­ 
lature recessed for Thanksgiv­ 
ing and deer hunting, 
Lock­ 
wood had pushed through the 
Senate the 1970-71 school aid 
bill 
and 
the 
repeal 
of 
the 
property tax credits on the in­ 
come tax. Two for 12 did not 
appear very impressive. 
But the Senate had gone on 
record on the most controver­ 
sial issue

package—parochiad. The aid to 
non-public school proposal was 
included in the school aid bill 
which passed the Senate 22-15.

Patching cracks, gaps and 
holes in plaster walls is a nec­ 
essary preparatory step in the : 
painting of a room. 
Fortunately, it is a job that 
anyone can handle with an al­ 
most certain assurance that he 
will achieve an excellent re­ 
sult. It is necessary only that 
he follow certain fundamen­ 
tals. One of the most important 
of these is that the area to be 
repaired be wet down thor­ 
oughly before the application 
of the patching m aterial and 
again after the new plaster has 
set. This is to prevent prema­ 
ture drying out and subsequent 
flaking of the plaster 
In mixing the patching pow­ 
der with water, it should be 
worked until it has the con­ 
sistency of dough, neither too 
solid nor too watery The one 
exception to this is when a 
hairline 
crack 
is 
being 
re­ 
paired. In that case, a watery 
m ixture is best so that it can 
be pressed into the opening. 
The container of the ma­ 
terial will give you an idea of 
the drying time. If you are in 
a hurry for some reason, the 
drying time can be hastened 
by mixing the patching prod­ 
uct with some plaster of paris, 
which dries much more rap­ 
idly. 
Apply the mixture with a 
putty knife or similar tool, be­ 
ing sure that it is very, very 
slightly above the surroundnig 
surface because there may be 
a slight shrinkage and also to 
allow a little room for sand­ 
ing.

I opening before applying the 
mixture and after the plaster 


has set.

For large gaps In the wall, 
undercut the opening—that is, 
making the edges of the plas­ 
ter slant imvard so that the 
opening is wider at the bottom 
than the top. This prevents the 
new plaster from falling out. 
Before applying the mixture, 
be sure all loose pieces of plas­ 
ter have been brushed away. 
When the patch is dry, cov­ 
er it with a sealer or prim er 
before applying paint. 
Remember that, in 
a new 
house, plaster cracks may ap­ 
pear because of settling of the 
foundation. 
Don’t 
do 
any 
patching until you are certain 
the resettling has stopped. To 
be 
sure, 
make 
tiny 
chalk 
marks at the ends of a crack 
and inspect them periodically. 
If the cracks have not length­ 
ened, you can be reasonably 
sure they will get no longer.

Groth testified that when the 
men he was directing attem pted 
to serve the w arrant at Hamp­ 
ton’s apartm ent they were met 
with gunfire. 
Earlier Thursday the six-man 
jury, a racially mixed group of 
leading Chicagoans, toured the 
apartm ent for IO minutes. 
Groth said he ordered the first 
cease-fire because he thought 
one 
of

policemen 
was 
wounded. He said he told all 
five men near him to cease fir­ 
ing. 
But. he said, a “ shot rang out 
and they (the police* resumed 
their firing.” 
Groth said he ordered another 
cease-fire and heard another po­ 
liceman in the re a r say. “Come 
out with your hands up.” 
He said “ a voice carne from 
w hat I considered to be ^he first 
bedroom and said. ‘Shoot it out,’ 
and the shotgun blast was fired 
from the first bedroom .” 
Groth said he ordered still an­ 
other cease-fire and was told 
that some of the occupants of 
the rear of the apartm ent were 
surrendering. 
As those Panthers were sur­ 
rendering. Groth said, “ I plead­ 
ed with the occupants of the 
front bedroom to surrender.” 
He said another shot cam e 
from the front bedroom and one 
of the policemen began pouring 
fire into it. 
It was then. Groth said, that 
the occupants of the front bed­ 
room surrendered.

Great Mystery

The space agency's first lunar J 
science 
conference, 
organized 
for a report on Afxillo ll moon 
samples, ended 
with 
the big 
questions yet unanswered: 
What 
is 
the origin 
of the 
moon? How did the mountains 
and craters and flat plains form 
on its pocked face? What is its 
age? 
Almost I AXK) scientists attend­ 
ed the conference to hear re­ 
ports from 142 colleagues who 
had .studied tile Apollo ll moon 
m aterial for 90 days. 
“ Nothing we’ve gotten fro m : 
Apollo adds anything to the ar­ 
gum ents,” 
said 
Noliel 
Prize 
chemist Dr. Harold Urey. “ If 
wre had only the theories as 
proof that there is a moon, we 
would believe that it didn’t ex­ 
ist.” 
One 
big 
question 
was 
an­ 
swered: There is no life on the 
surface of the moon, and there 
probably never has been. 
The three traditional moon or­ 
igin theories state that it was 
formed at the same tim e and in 
the sam e manner as the earth, 
that it was 
a 
body 
moving 
through space which was cap­ 
tured by the earth’s gravity, 
and that it was s|nm out of the 
earth itself and went into orbit. 
Each theory had proponents 
at the conference, but none was 
ready to claim that the final an­ 
swer is in. 
The age of the moon m aterial 
at the Apollo ll landing site was 
placed 
at 4.65 to 3.7 - billion 
years. One finding which puz­ 
zled scientists was that 
lunar 
dust was age-dated at 4.65 bil­ 
lion years, but rocks w ere age- 
dated at 3.7 billion years. 
The lunar m aterial gives rise 
to a new science—the study of 
patterns left in moon rock by so­ 
lar radiation. Scientists discov­ 
ered 
that 
solar 
flares 
leave 
m easu rab le 
tracings 
in 
the 
rocks of the moon. These can be 
interpreted to give clues to the 
sun’s history. 
Little is known about the sub­ 
structure of the moon. Some 
scientists speculated that loose 
m aterial covers the top few feet 
and 
that 
this 
is 
continually 
stirred and turning over. This 
view w’as supported by study of 
rocks 
which 
apparently 
had 
been exposed to solar rays from 
several different sides, several 
million years apart.
